HE Communication between Cremona 

and Mantua is quite curt off. "Tis faid 

the Garrifon of Mirandola begin to 

be in great Want of Provifions, and 

that they have offerd to furrender 
to the Imperialifts, on Condition to be fafely con- 
ducted to Mantua. The Germans who at Diftance 
block up Cremona, have their Head-Quarter at Bo- 
zolo ; and ‘tis rumoui’d General Medavi has fent 
an Officer from Mantua to Milan, to propofe to 
Prince Eugene certain Conditions on which the 
French are willing to Retire out of Italy. Lieute- 
nant General Langalarie is drawing towards Sabione- 
tain Order to attack it. "Tis advis'd from Mo- 
dena, that 18 Cannon, 6 Mortars, a great Number 
of Cannon Bullets, and other Ammunition, arriv’d 
there the 2d of this Month; and that ‘twas propos’d 
to have the Batrerics ready to fire the 6th ; fo that 
we quickly expect to hear of a Breach being made 
in the Wall of that Caftile, and its Surrender o” 
Courfe. Licutenant Collonel Locatelli who fur- 
priz’d and took Oftigli, is march'd with 500 Horfe 
towards Governalo, to poffefs himfelf of that Poft 
likewife.

‘ ty, with all the otherPolith Prifoners he had taken, 
* but has likewife declar'd for King Staniflaus, with 
‘ all the Troops he commands, without demanding 
* any other Reward than to be forgiven and receiv'd 
‘ into Favour, which he has promis’d to come and 
* ask in Perfon, without waiting to be affur'd of ir 
‘ beforehand. On this Occafion he has made Pri- 
‘ foners 150 Mufcovites that guarded the Poles ; 
‘ and having in his Way furpriz’d and taken 3 Mut- 
* covite Generals, he deliver’d them to the Swedifh 
‘ Garrifon in Pofmania. The Party of King Stani- 
‘ flaus is confiderably augmented by the coming 
‘ over of this General, and of General Brand who 
‘ with 6000 Men has likewife fubmitted. This un- 
‘ look’d for Change, has as much difcourag’d the 
“ averfe Faction, who lcok'd upon the faid 2 Gene- 
‘rals as their beft Supporc. The Mufcovites are 
‘nor a little alarm’d at it. What made M. Smigi- 
‘ elski change his Party, was the Violence with 
‘ which Prince Menzikotf would have taken from 
‘ him his Prifoners, whom he defign’d to prefent to 
* the Czar himéelf. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Jan. 20, 
Leipfich, Jan. 12. The Princes James and Con- 
ftantine Sobieski are gone to Olau, in Silefia, whence 
they will proceed to Vienna : ’Tis*faid the Emper- 
our has conferr'd the Government of Stiria on Prince 
James, on his Promife not to concern himfelf direct- 
ly nor indirectly in the Affairs of Poland. King Au- 
guftus’s Life-Guards of Gentlemen, are arriv’d in 
this Country from Poland ; and "tis faid the reft of 
the Saxon Troops are coming likewife from Poland, 
and that moft of them are already arriv’d in Lufatia. 
General Smigielski is not come hithcr as was re- 
ported ; bur’tis cerrain he has fiez'd fome Mufcovite 
Officers and fent them to Pofnania. They write 
from Cracow, that the Upper Treafurer of Poland 
was fuddenly expected there, to order Lodgings to 
be fitted up for K. Sraniflaus. 
From the Amfterdam Ccurant, dared Jan. 22. 
Drefden, Jan. 14. Lecers from Leipfich import, 
that the King of Sweden being come thither 
from Alt-Ranftad, had had a long Conference in 
private with King Avguftus. The Swedes demand 
Contributions tothe middle of April, to the Sum of 
19c000c0 Rixdollars: The Deputies of the Stares 
are confulting how to borrow this great Sum on the 
Credic of the Government, the Inhabiranrs being 
unable at prefent to pay any more Taxes ; but ‘tis 
hop’d this Demand may be medera‘ed, effecially it 
King Avguftus would {pezk tothe King of Swed: n 
about it, which he ha: ror yer thought advitable 
for himfelf todo. The Kure of Sweden having de- 
liver’d to King S:enifaus the A@ of Abdicarion of 
the Crown of Poland, {aid the Ietrer will forth- 
with be going to thar Kingdom, and that he will be 
conducted thither by a Derachment of Swedes. The 
Creatures of King Scatiilaus pretend they will nor 
acknowledge the Primate of Poland, but we are in- 
furm'd he has beer offer’ 10 be confirm’d in thas 
Dignity.
